LEGISLATION THAT WILL BENE- 
FIT THE HOMESTEADER 


J. G. Turriff Introduces a Bill Provid- 


ing that Worthless Homesteads 
May be Relinquished—Under Pres- 
ent Law the Settler May not 


Abandon a Homestead to Acquire 
a More Desirable One. 


Ottawa.—Mr. J. G. Turriff has intro- 
duced a bill to amend the Dominion 
Lands act, which rcceived its first 
reading. The object of the bill is to 
provide in the case of a person who is 
entitled to a purchased homestead and 
who ‘makes entry for one, but who, 
either through some fault of his own 
or through some misfortune, has enter- 
ed for a piece of land which is abso- 
lutely worthless. 

Under the act at present it is im- 
possible for a person to abandon a 
worthless piece of land and get an- 
other quarter section, end he not 
only forfeits his entry fee, but also 
the $160 which he has paid on account 
of the principal. 

The amendment proposes that with- 
in six months a man may have the 
opportunity of going to the lend office, 
abandoning his worthless quarter see- 
tion, substifuting another in its place, 
and get credit for the amount of 
money paid on account of the princi- 
pal on the first section, 

A return tabled in the house of com- 
mons at the request of Mr. Monk, 
shows that the naval defence pro- 
gramme is $5,470, including $2.524 for 
salaries and $1,719 for travelling ex- 
penses.

Shelford 
says: “Lake Magadi is picturesquely 
situated between vast mountains. We 
found the water a few inches deep, 
covering a hard surface looking like 
a hard marble. This is an immense 
deposit of soda, which, when bored, 
was found to extend to a considerable 
depth, indicating an area of at least 
twenty square miles of solid soda.”

The City of Edmonton is Preparing 
To Have Its Rights 
Protected 


Edmonton.—A huge enterprise, that 


‘tween Edmonton and the Great Lakes 
\via the Saskatchewan river, 
| Winnipeg, the Red river and a canal 
connecting the Red river with the 
Luke of the Woods, and with Lake Su- 
perior, is planned by a corporation of 
Winnipeg and eastern capitalists, and 
in which several Edmonton gentlemen 
ure understood to be interested, 

The company is asking for incor- 
poration at the present session of the 
house of commons in Ottawa. The 


right is also being applied for by the; 


company to develop power on the Sas- 
katchewan river, and along any of the 
streams and rivers to navigate. The 
bill, should it be passed, will, it is un- 
derstood, give the company control of 
navigation on the waterways mention- 
ed, 

The project has often been mooted, 
but this is the first company which 
has ever been organized to carry out 
the project. Hon, William 
minister of public works for the Do- 
minion, gave it as his opinion that the 
scheme would be cuite feasible. 

Will this project interfere with the 
free navigetion of the Saskatchewan 
river, in the vicinity of Edmonton. 
This was the ouestion asked at the 
board of trade the other day at its re- 
cular meeting by J. L. Cote, M.P.P. 
for Athabasca, 

The board will petition the Domin- 
ion government to protect the inter- 
ests of the river in this respect. As 
pointed out by Mr. Cote, the river is 
and will be used in future, for trans- 
portation of coal from up stream, and 
for other purposes of navigation equal- 
ly important to the residents of the 
city and district. It was his opinion 
that the rights of these residents be 
nrotected egainst a corporation that, 
he believed, would tie up navigation, 
to proceed under the terms of their 
present bill.

Commissioner Perry says it Will,Have 
to be Doubled to Meet the Growing 
Needs—Some Interesting Statistics 
Regarding the Work Being Perform.

| Ottawa.—The annual Royal North- 
‘west Mounted Police report just issued 
‘states that on Sept. 80 last. the 
strength of the force stood as follows: 

Fifty-one officers, 600 non-commis- 
sioned officers and constables and 558 
horses. Compared with last year this 
is a gain of 2 constables and 45 horses. 
There are 51 men in Alberta, 306 in 
Saskatchewan, 31 in the Northwest 
Territory and 74 in the Yukon, 
Commissioner Perry points out that 
every officer commanding a district 
finds much difficulty in meeting the 
legitimate requirements of his district 
with the strength at his disposal. The 
villages, railway stations and isolated 
settlements are increasing so rapidly 
that the strength of the force will 
have to be doubled to meet all the de- 
jinands made upon it. 

Fourteen cases of murder were 
dealt with last year, which iricluded 
three which occurred over four years 
before 

During the eleven months of 1908- 
1909, 5.849 cases were entered, as 
against 6.377 during the previous 
twelve months. The report says there 
is a decided increase in offences 
against women. The crop of horse 
{thieves does not fail, including 44 con- 
victions. Praise is given Sergt. Ensor 
for his good work in running down 
offenders. Excessive drinking was 
resnonsible for 1.461 — convictions. 
Thirteen thousand three hundred and 
twenty-six prisoners were taken into 
{custody the last ten years.

The results of the polling 
tends to confirm the forecast that the 
Liberals will retain control of — the 
government, but with a greatly re- 
duced majority. 

The Umionists have gained an en- 
couraging number of seats, although 
less than £9, which they expected to 
take away, from ine Liberals out of 
the 74 balloted for. 

The popular vote goes strongly 
against the Liberals, The members of 
that party whe hold seats, won them 
by majorities ranging from 50 to 60 
per cent, below their majorities in 
special conditions figured in the caim- 
paign. The popular votes polled by 
the Liberals for the twelve London 
|sents, shows a stronger hold on power 
than in the provinces. The majority 
of the London boroughs were labor 
districts. Of these the Urfionists car- 
ried five, three being captured from 
\the Liberal column, but by small mar- 
gine. 

Manchester and Birmingham gave 
Unionist gaine, Birmingham has been 
strongly Conservative, largely the re-

This so called “Sermon on the 
Mount,” in which we are to have six 
consecutive lessons, might be entitled 
“The Laws of the Kingdom” and is 
followed in chapters vill and ix by 
some features of the kingdom in the 
way of various healings, for when the 
kingdom comes “the inbabitant shall 
pot say, I um sick” (Isa. xxxill, 24). 
‘The first four chapters of this gospel 
might be entitled the genealogy of 
the Kiag, the birth of the King, the 
herald of the King and the victory of 
the King over the god of this world, 
The precepts of these chaptérs shail 
be fully lived out in the kingdom 
when it is set up on thts earth and 
should be manifest now in those who 
by His precious blood have become 
joint heirs with the King. Although 
the multitudes were near Him, it is 
evident from verses 1 and 2 that He 
spoke these words to His disciples 
and not to the multitude. Compare 
Luke vi, 20, but do not confuse these 
two sermons, In the one He went up 
into a mountain and sat down and 
taught, but in the other He came down 
from a mountain and stood in the 
plain. The two discourses are in many 
respects the same as to the teaching, 
but they were spoken at different times, 
under different circumstances, and yet 
in both cases to His disciples. What 
folly for an unsaved person to say, 
“The Sermon on the Mount is my re- 
ligion; the Golden Rufe is my motto.” 
If the Ten Commandments written on 
tables of stone with the finger of God 
are a ministration of death (11 Cor. 
iil, 7, 9), what about these same com- 
mands as explained by our Lord in 
this discourse, in which He says that 
a sinful look is as much the breaking 
of the command as a sinful act? The 
law was not given till the people were
